DUNNE HAS DIFFERENT OPINION

Gov.'Dunne has an opinion from Attornéy 
General Lucey that he, as governor, has the 
constitutional right to appoint the five mem- 
bers. of the new, public utilities commission, 
and that the commission may enter on its 
duties without awaiting the state senate’s 
confirmation. 

This opinion, received last night by Gov. 
Dunne, is to be contested openly by two dis- 
tinct groups of interests. 

The first and belligerent contingent will 
have its headquarters in the city hall. Mayor 
Harrison proposes, it was learned on good 
authority, to force a court test of the new 
public utilities act on the point covered by 
the Lucey opinion, unless there is an extra 
‘session of the legislature, at which a re- 
doubled attempt could be made to force an 
amendment granting home rule to Chicago 
on the city’s own utilities. 

This determination at the city hall, it is 
asserted, is due directly to the situation 
arising over the union station battle. 


Financial Interests Alert. 

“The second, passively participating in the 
same generai movement, comprises the trust 
companies and the bond and commercial pa- 
per houses, which are preparing to refuse to 
deal in Illinois public utility securities after 
Jan. 1 unless all tegal technicplities ‘in the’ 
way of a clean bill of health for the public 
utilities commission, supposed to take office 
on Jan. 1, ate swept aside. | 

The chief of these questions, as learned at 


by the Chicago fihancial interests on the ad- 
vice of the various legal departments of the 
trust companies, that a special session of 
ithe legislature, in which the’ governor’s ap- 
pointees could be confirmed by the senate, is 
an absolute necessity as a prerequisite for 
the handling of Illinois securities after Jan. 1. 


Dunne Declines to Comment. 

The governor declined to comment on any 
angle of an extraordinary session, when he 
was informed in Springfield at night of the 
new turn of affairs in Chicago. 

*T am not talking extra session at all,”’ 
the governor’said. ‘* I just have received an 
epinion from the attorney general which 
says plainly I have the legal right to name 
the five members of the utility commission, 
without awaiting the action uf the senate. 
That I propose to do, undoubtedly in time 
for them to qualify and take office on Jan, I, 
when the statute becomes operative. I have 
nothing to say further than that.” 


Banker Shows Plan. 

James C. Hutchins, general counsel of the 
Illinois Trust and Savings bank, expressed 
the determination of the financial interests. 

“We feel the language of the statute is 
plain,” he said, “‘and that confirmation by 
the senate is a condition precedent to the 
utilities commissioners, who may be ap- 
pointed by the governor, entering on their 
official duties. Pending such confirmation, 
it is altogether probable there will be a decli- 
nation to handle bond issues or other se- 
curties which, under the new law, will re- 
quire the authorization and approval of the 
public . utilities commission until the legal 
status of the commission is determined 
legally.” 

This statement means there will have tc 
be an extra session of the legislature, sub- 
mission of Gov. Dunne’s appeintees to the 
senate, and the confirmation by that body, in 
order to satisfy the men in Chicago and else- 
where who transact the real business in the 
financial affairs of the street railway com- 
panies, electric light and gas companies, and 
other publie utility corporations, which will 
come within the control of the new com- 
mission on New Year’s.day, one week from 
Thursday. . ‘i 


City Hall Argument. 

The city hall argument.goes back to the 
losing fight made last May and June in 
Springfield, for the guarantee of home rule

“Restore Mrs. Young,” Mayor Says. 

The mayor met eight members of the school 
board earlier in the day. He told them to 
reconsider the election of John D. Shoop. 
He told them to restore Mrs. Ella Flagg

Shoop back as first assistant.

HOLIDAY TO SAVE 
MEXICAN BANKS 
uerta Proclaims a Legal Re- 


cess to Stop Run Upon 
Big Concerns. 


LASTS UNTIL NEW YEAR. 


Mexico City, Dec. 22.—By a presidential de- 
cree, issued this afternoon, every day, includ- 
ing today, until the end of the present year 
is made a legal holiday in order to check the 
run on the banks here, particularly that on 
the Bank of London and Mexico. 

On the promulgation of this decree the 
Bank of London and Mexico opened its doors 
but refrained from paying deposits. 

The directors of the Bank of London and 
Mexico tonigh} began an examination of the 
affairs of that institution, and if their find- 
ings are indorsed by other bankers it is not 
improbable that assurances will be offered 
the directors which will enable a full resump- 
tion of the business of the inatitution. It ie 
reasonably certain, however, that the bank 
will continue to avail itself of the decree of 
President Huerta. 


Huerta Explains Action, 

Provisional President Huerta says in the 
decree he deems such action necessary to pro- 
tect the banks until public confidenceis more 
nearly restored. By the decree the banks are 
absolved from meeting any obligation until 
Jan. 2 It applies to all banking houses 
whether a bank of issue or not» 

Bankers here generally agree with the 
management of the Bank of London and 
Mexico in the opinion that the institution ig 
solvent and the closing may be only tempo- 
rary. It is believed to have excellent collas- 
eral. 

Today's suspengion was not due to lack of 
assets but to the scarcity of currency. Silve- 
and gold have both long been scarce in the 
country, and recentlf state bank bills have 
been refused except in the states where they 
were issued. 


VILLA TAKES WAITING STAND. 

Juarez. Mexico., Dec. 22—A waiting atti- 
tude was assumed by Gen. Francisco Villa 
and his rebel troops today to learn what ac- 
tion, if any, the federal forces at Ojinaga 
intend to take.

CHICAGO FEDERAL RESERVE CITY 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGBLIN.. 
Washington, D. C., Dec, 22.—[Special.}— 
President Wilgon’s bill for the reform of the 
banking and currency systems of the coun- 
try will become a law tomorrow afternoon. 

With the brakes off, congress is rushing the 
measure to enactment. The conference com- 
mittee consumed only forty-eight hours in 
adjusting the serious differences between the 
bis passed by the two houses, 

The house of representatives permitted 
debate tonight for two hours and forty min- _ 
utes, and then at 10:46 o'clock adopted the 
conference report by a vote of 298 to 60: : 

It was first proposed by the senate to Gis- 
pose of the matter tonight, but as the critics 
of the bill desired considerable time for the 
expression of their views, it finally was 
determined to adjourn untfl 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning, with the understanding

In the form reported by the conference 
commiteee, the bill ls satisfactory: to the 
president, and he will sign it without delay. 


Big Victory Was Anticipated, 

The overwhelming vote in the house adopt. 
ing the report was anticipated. The powere 
ful influegpe.of the president, which had 
forced the passage of the Glage bill, was 
brought into play to quell any insurrection. 

It was known Mr. Wilson had guided the 
work of the conference committee and had 
mediated on points which thretteneda dead- 
lock. The house was willing to abide by his 
judgment and his acceptance of the réspon- 
sibility.. | ; 

Impressed with the necessity of prompt 
action, eleven members, who voted against 
the passage of the bill by the house, en- 
nounced themselves tonight as favoring the — 
conference report. Only three Democrats 
deserted their party. They were Callaway of 
Texas, Witherspoon of , Mississippi, and 
Wingo of Arkansas. This Democratic loss 
was negligible compared to the gain from 
the Progressives and Republicans.

The new law makes the secretary of the 


x Streasury and the controller of the currency 


‘ex-officio members and authorizes the presi- 
dent to appoint five other members repre- 
senting the different commercial, industrial, 
and geographical divisions of the country, 
two of whom must be experienced in bank- 
ing or finance. 


_ Hulbert on Reserve Board? 

The apprehension that the board would be 
politically controlled has been to some'extent 
allayed by the requirement that of the five 
men to be appointed by the president one 
shall serve two, one four, one six, one eight, 
and one ten years, and thereafter each mem- 
ber so appointed shall serve for a term 
ten years unless sooner removed for ral | 
by the president. 

Yet, some of the critics of the adminis 
tion declare this method of organization will 
permit political control of the financial sys- 
tem of the nation. 

They figure a presidential domination of 
the federal reserve board, through the chief 
executive having two of his treasury offi- 


eers serve as members ex-officio and pos- 


sessing the privilege of appointing two other 
members of the board in the first two years 
of his administration. 

Under the circumstances, it is pointed out 
that he can dominate this banking board 
in the second year of his occupancy of the 
White House.

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| Synopsis of C urrency Bill as It Will Be Sent to the President | 


ASHINGTON, D. Cy Ded, 22—The 
new bill da@ffecting the 
banking, and finances of | the coun- 
try was passed by the house to- 
night. The senate will| pass the 

measure tomorrow afternoon, and then it 

will be ready for President Wilson's signa- 
ture. It igs one of the most far-reaching 
measures relating to finance that have been 
enacted in many years. 

The magnitude of the subject, the diversity 
of interests affected, and the length of the 
debates in both branches of congress has 
made it difficult for the ordinary observer 
to follow the changes and grasp the’ essen- 
tials of this highly ,jtechnical. measure in its 
important bearings on money, finance, bank-_ 
ing, and the entire range of fiscal subjects, 
public and private, which it affects. 


nea | 

With a view, therefore, of presenting suc- 
cinctly and in nontechnical language an epit- 
ome of the salient features of the measure 
as finally framed, the following sutnmary is 


given of the bill as a whole and of its iain | 


cipa) details: 

Generally speaking, the first @@eps to be 
taken to bring into operation the nation’s 
new financial system will be through an 
organization committee consisting of the 
secretary of the treasury, secretary of agri- 
culture, and controller of the currency. 

Banks have sixty days within which to 
file their applications for membership in 
the new system, and one year’s time is al- 
lowed before the government will compel the 
dissolution of any ‘national bank that re-- 
fuses to join. 


~~ 

The new law will make little direct change 
in the operation of the presént national 
banks, except to allow them to loan a cer- 
tain amount of their funds upon farm morft- 
gages. 

Its chief purpose is to add a new piece 
of machinery to the banking system that will 
“take up the slack’ during the changing 
business conditions of each year; that will 
give the banks a place to quickly convert 
their assets into cash in time of need, and 
that will bring out new federal currency 
when it is needed, and retire it when money 
becomes * cheap.”’ 

Banks are now required to keep a certain 
percentage of their deposits as * reserves,” 
part in cash in their own vaults and part of 
which may be redeposited in the banks of 


‘New York, Chicago, St. Louis, and other 


designated cities. 

In times of sudden hianessi demands, 
when banks have loaned up to the full limit 
of their resources, these reserves furnish 
little relief, because if they are paid out to 
meet demands the banks are left in a pre- 
carious condition. 

The basic principle of the new law is to get 
these reserve funds out into circulation when 
necessary without lessening the safety of 
any bank, and to provide a place to which 
lccal banks may rush in a crisis and get 
cash for the “prime commerdial paper” 
they hold in their vaults. 

This is to be accomplished through a chain 
of regional reserve banks, or ** reservoirs of 
reserves,” in which all banks shal| deposit a 
stated part of the money they are required 
to hold asreserves. , 

Under the new system, when ¢ financial 
flurry comes the banks can take commer- 
cial paper, such as notes, drafts, and bills of 
éxchange, to these ““reservoirs,’’ and secure 
the use of their own reserves, or, if neces- 
gary, even the reserve of other banks, by de- 
positing this security. 

The new regional] banks will receive about 
one-half of the bank reserves of the country. 
They in turn will be permitted to loan back 
to the banks ‘all but 85° per t of these 
reserves, so that in case of emergency mil-+ 
Hons of cash can be brought TT cirdula- 
tion quickly. 

The banks will have to pay sie these loans, 
however, as individuals have to pay for a loan 
from any local bank, and this charge is ex- 
pected to prevent the too free use of the re- 
serves held by the regional banks. 


ae | 

A new form of paper currency is also pro- 
vided for, to come out in case of emergency, 
and which is expected to go back into the 
hands of the government when times are 
normal. These “treasury notes”’ ‘will be 
printed by the government and issued through 
each regional reserve bank, and will bear 
the guarantee both of the regional bank and 
of the government. 

If the demand for currency in any section 
of the country exceeds the supply of circulat- 
ing money a regional bank can secure this 
new money from the government and put it 
into circulation; but a gold regerve of 40 per 
cent and commercial paper equal to the full 
value of the note, must be held as a reserve 
behind each note so issued. | 

This provision is expected to be the infiu- 
ence that will drive the ffew money back 
into retirement when ch is no longer needed. 


The following unaivels presente the de- 


tails of the new law without adhering closely | 


to the technical division or language of the 
measure: * 

At the head of the system will stand a fed- 
eral reserve board at Washington, appointed 
by the president, and to consist of the sec- 
retary of. the treasury, the controller of the 
currency, and five other members. Two of 
these shall be expert bankers, but none shall 
have banking affiliations or own bank stock 
during their service. This board will exercise 
general control over the entire system. 

The temporary “ organization committee,” 
or the federal reserve board, will select from

eight to twelve cities where regional reserve 


banks shall be located and will divide the 


‘entire country geographically with these 


cities as the centers of districts. All na- 
tionai banks in a district will be required to 
subscribe for the stock of the regional re- 
serve bank in that district and to keep a 
portion of their reserves there.

Local banks will be known as “ member 
banks '’ because they will own the stock of 
the regional reserve bank of their district. 
Each member bank will be required to take 
capital stock of the regional reserve bank, 
equal to 6 per cent of the member bank's 
capital and surplus. The capital of the re- 
gional bank will increase or decrease so 
that it always represents 6 per cent of the 
combined capital and surplus of all the banks 
of the district that have joined the system. 

National | iks are compelled to join and 
state banks are permitted to if they bring 
their reserve requirements up to the stand- 
ard set for national banks and submit to 
national examinations.

Public «wnership of the stock of the re- 
gional reserve banks is permitted only in 
case enough banks do not join in any dis- 
trict to provide a capital stock of $4,000,000. 
In such event the puviic may purchase the 
stock in quantities limited to $25,000 for each 
individual, but the voting of this stock will 
be placed in the hands of government repre- 
sentatives on the board of directors of the 
regional reserve bank. 

The regional reserve banks may do busi- 
ness only with their member banks, not with 
the public, except that certain ‘* open mar- 
ket operations’ such as the purcnase and 
sale of gold, government, or municipal bonds, 
and certain forms of bills of exchange, are 
permitted. These banks will make. their 
earnings from the loans made to member 
banks, and from the purchase and sale of ° 
bonds and foreign bills of exchange. 


Member tinks will be compelled to put up 
in cash only one-half of their subscription 
to the capital of the new banks, the rest can 
be calied for if needed by the regional bank. 
Dividends of 6 per cent will be paid on this 
stock to the member banks, and the stock 
will be nontaxable. 

After these dividends are paid one-half of 
the surplus net earnings goes to create a 
regional surplus fund, and when this has 
reached 4U per cent of the regional bank’s 
paid in capital these earnings are to go into 
the United States treasury. The balance of 
the net earnings are to be paid to the United 
States as 1 franchise tax. 

With the machinery thus created for a new 
banking system that is supplementary tothe 
commercial banks of the country, the law 
provides for a gradual transfer of part of 
the bank reserves to these new “ reservoir” 
banks. 

In order not to disturb business condi- 
tions, or to withdraw too suddenly the heavy 
deposits of country banks in the large cities, 
the law provides that three years may be 
consumed in shifting these balances and 
that, if necessary, part of the reserves trans- 
ferred to the regional banks may consist of 
commercial paper. 


~~ 

The amount of reserve required from every 
bank under the new law, and the place where 
it. must be kept, are as follows: 

Country banks—Total reserve required, 12 
per cent of demand deposits and 5 per cent 
of time deposits. Five-twelfths must be held 
in the bank’s own vaults for two years and 
four-twelfths after that. For the first year 
two-twelfths must be kept in the regional 
bank, increasing one-twelfth each six months 
thereafter until it reaches five-twelfths of the 
total reserve. .For three years the unallotted 
part of the reserve may be kept tnthe banks 
of reserve cities. After that time it must be 
kept either in the country banks and Vaults 
or in the region reserve bank. j 

Reserve city banks—Total reserve required, 
15 per cent of demand and 5 per cent of time 
deposits. Six-fifteenths must be kept in the 
ank’'s vaults for the first two years and five- 
fifteenths after that time. Three-fifteenths 
must be kept in the regional reserve bank 
for the first year, increasing one-fifteenth 
every six months thereafter until it reaches 
six-fifteenths. For three years the unallotted 
portion, of the reserve may be kept in other 
banks, in its own vaults, or in the regional 
bank; after that time in one of the latter two 
places. . 

.Central reserve city banks [New York, Chi- 
cago, and St. Louis]—Total reserve required, 
18 per cent of demand and 5 per cent of time 
deposits. Seven-eighteenths in the regional 
reserve banks and the remaining five-eight- 
eenths in either place the bank may choose.

‘These immense funds of reserves from 
“ member banks," together with government 
moneys, wil) make up the deposits of the re- 
gional reserve banks. Each of these banks 
will be administered by a board of nine di- 
rectors, six of whom will be elected by the 
banks, and three appointed by the federal 
reserve board. 

The regional reserve banks may rediscount 
—that is, buy at a discount from its member 
banks—*” prime commercial paper ’’ when the 
member banks desire to convert these assets 
into money.

The exact terms of this important provision 
as to the character of paper upon which the 
regional reserve banks may aches cash are 
as: follows: 

“Upon the indorsement of any ofits mem- 
ber banks, with a waiver of demand notice

gional] reserve bank may discount notes, 
drafts, and bills of exchange arising out of

* Nothing in this act contained’ shall be 
construed to prohibit such notes, drafts, and 
bills of exchange, secured by staple agricul- 
tural products, or esther goods, wares, oF 
merchandise, from being eligible for such 
discount; but such definition shall. not in- 
clude notes, drafts, or bills covering merely 
investments or issued or drawn for the pur- 
pose of carrying or trading in stocks, bonds, 
or other investment securities, except bonds 
and notes of the government of the United 
States. : 

‘ Notes, drafts, and bills admitted to dis- 
count under the terms of this paragraph 
mu:t have a maturity at the time of dis-

The new treasury notes, which are to fur- 
nish the “ elastic ’’ element in the currency 
system, and to add to the country’s circulat- 
ing money in time of need; will come into 
use in the following way: 

The notes will be printed by the govern- 
ment, with a distinctive style for each region- 
al reserve bank. One of the three directors 
named by the federal reserve board for each 
regional bank will be known as the “ federal 
reserve agent’ for that bank, and a supply 
of the notes will be placed in his custody. 

Should a regional bank desire to pay out 
more money than its cash resources will 
permit, the law provides that it may put 
some of its rediscounted commercial paper 
into the hands of the 
agent,"’ and receivé in return the new treas- 
ury notes. 

For each note that it puts out into circula- 
tion, the regional reserve bank must get 
aside in gold 40 per cent of the value of the 
note as a guarantee foritsredemption. This 
gold, with the commercial paper held by the 
“federal reserve agent," is the protection 
behind the new money; but these notes will 
also be guaranteed by the government and 
may be redeemed in gold at the United States 
treasury.

Each regiona] bank, under the act. must 
keep a reserve of 35 per cent of the deposits 


it has received, besides the 40 per cent gold | 


reserve behind the treasury notes it issues. 
If the gold reserve behind the notes falls 
below 40 per cent, a heavy tax is imposed on 
the bank, which in turn adds the tax to the 
rate it charges member banks for redis- 
counts... This was designed to stop an over- 
expansion of currency. In times of sudden 
stres sthe federal reserve board can suspend 
these reserve .provisions, in order to furnish 
quick relief to any community. 

One regional bank cannot again pay out 
the notes of another. except under a heavy 
tax. These notes are expected to return to 
the regional banks and be withdrawn from 
circulation when the need for their use 
passes 


~~ 

None of the existing forms of ciirrency ex- 
cept the national bank notes will be dis- 
turbed by the new law. The United States 
bonds, now usd to secure-the issue of na- 
tional bank notes. are to be taken up at the 
rate of $25,000,000 a year by the regional re- 
serve banks and new treasury notes or short 
term 3 per cent bonds will take their place. 
National bank currency is expected gradual- 
ly to retire. 

The federal reserve board will exercise fina! 
controt over the entire operation of the sys- 
tem. It can compel one regiona! bank to loan 
to another in time of need; can suspend all 
restrictions surrounding the reserves which 
regional banks must hold, and can remove di- 
rectors of regional reserve banks whenever 
it is believed necessary. 

-~— 

While the banks retain control of the 
boards of the regional reserve banks, their 
connection with the federal reserve board 
is only through an advisory council, made up 
of one representative from each federal re- 
serve district. This council will meet in 
Washington to confer with the federal re- 
serve board “on general business condi- 
tions’ and to make recommendations and 
suggestions concerning discount rates, note 
issues, and reserve conditions. 

An important change in national banking 
methods embraced in the new law will! permit 
all national banks except those in New York, 
Chicago, and St. Louis to make direct loans 
on five year farm mortgages up to 25 per 
cent of their capital and surplus, or up to 
one-third of their time deposits. 

Another provision in the law permits na- 
tional banks having @ capital of $1,000,000 
or more to open foreign branches. Similar 
authority is given to the regional reserve 
banks, the purpose being to facilitate the 
development of American trade abroad. 
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deposit scheme would be passed at this ses- 
sion, it is doubtful if the conference report 
could have been gotten through with the 
rapidity desired by the president. Senators 
Bristow, Nelson, and Crawford particularly 
were displeased because of the elimination 
of bank deposit insurance. | 

Majority Leader Underwoed, as the de- 
bate peared a conclusion, congratulated the 
house and senate and the banking and cur- 
rency*committee ‘‘on accomplishing a re- 
sult that many congresses and ny com- 
mittees have attempted in twenty pears and 
failed."’

D. R. Forgan-of the National City bank of 
Chicago, while admitting the new order 
wotld carry its benefits, predicted it would 


_bping a contraction on the part of the reserve 


city banks for a time after the new regula- 
tions go into effect. 7 . 


_D. B. Forgan Sees Lash. 
“ As i look upon the situation,’ Mr. Forgan 
“every national reserve city. bank will 
be compelled to come into the new system 


under the lash of the clause which calls for 


a decision within sixty days from the time 
notice is served that the federal reserve 
banks are! ready to receive subscriptions. 
If the reserve city banks do not go into the 
federal banks, they must relinquish the de- 
posits they hold from country banks. In 
some cases this amounts to 40 per cent of 
their total deposits. No bank could liquidate 
this proportion of its deposits in sixty days 


‘without going out of business at a great loss. 


“Under the'new regulation a certain per 
cent of country bank deposits will be with- 
drawn from the reserve city banks at stated 
periods during three years. Eventually all 
the country bank deposits now held by the 
reserve city banks may be transferred tothe 
federal reserve banks. This means the pres- 
ent reserve city banks must cut down their 
loans in proportion to the amount of loss in 
deposits. The brunt of this cut will be felt 
most strongly during the first few months 
after the federal system is established and 
until the city banks have had time to bring 
about a readjustment under the new system.”’ 


Northern Trust Favorable. 

Byron L. Smith, president of the Northern 
Trust company, intimated that bank would 
go into the federal reserve system and that 
a decision on the question would be reached 
shortly. He praised the new currency bill as 
follows: 

“It seems to me the country is to be con- 
gratulated upon the new currency bill as a 
whole. It has turned out to be much better 
than most bankers hoped for when the prop- 
osition to enact new currency legislation first 
was launched in congress. 

“ The new bill is not perfect. Some flaws 
in it will develop, and what are now consid- 
ered by some to be flaws may work out to be 
among the strongest features of the new 
legislation. It is my belief the kinks all will 
be worked out in further legislation as ne-' 
cessity dictates.’’ 


Hutchinson Is Optimistic. 

Vice President C. L. Hutchinson of the Corn 
Exchange National bank said bankers should 
support the new currency legislation and give 
it a fair trial. He said he could not speak

William T. Fenton said he knew of no rea- 
son why the National Bank of the Republic, 
of which he is president, should change its 
action in making application for membership 
in the federal reserve system at the time the 
bill was passed by the senate. Mr. Fenton 
said the law as passed by the congressional 
conference was somewhat stronger than the 
senate measure. 


Tilden Ready to Join. 

William A. Tilden, president of the Fort 
Dearborn National bank, issued a statement. 
part of which follows: 

‘* We have promptly signified our intention 
of joining the system of the federal reserve 
banks. Many of the things recommended 
‘by.the Chicago conference have either been 
incorporated in the bill or left to the discre- 
tion of the federal board. 

“ The control of the regional reserve banks 
and the passing upon credits are left under 

the control of the member banks through 
the directors, a majority of whom are elected 
by the banks themselves. And when we say 
that the banks entering the system have con- 
trol of the regional reserve bank through 
its directors, and that each federal reserve 
district is represented upon the advisory 
board, it means that we believe the entire 
system will be dominated by able and ex- 
perienced men, upon which its success will 
ultimately depend.”’ 
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iinsalehoal of Interna] Revenue An- 
nounces Suspensiion of Previous Rul- 
ing—Arguments Concluded. 
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Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—[Special.}—. 
Chicago's special assessment bond's probably 
will be exempted from the income tax, ac- 
cording to information obtained today at the 
treasury @epartment. 

Corporation Counsel Sexton and Lessing 
Rosenthal concluded this evening the presen- 
tation of arguments to the effect that the 
interest on the bonds is entitled to the ex- 
emption applying to the obligation of states 
and of political subdivisions thereof. 

At the eonclusion of the hearing Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue Osborn an- 
nounced that the previous ruling that spe- 
cial assessment and reclamation bonds are 
taxable would be suspended and the interest 
exempted from collection of the tax at the 
source until further notice.

Ald. Charles E. Merriam told the city coun- 
eli last night that an increase of $200,000 in 
the interest the city receives on its funds 
would follow the adoption of an amendment 
to the code he presented. 

This provision woyld require the city con- 
troller in advertising for bids from the banks 
wishing to become city depositaries to ask 
for propowals for deposits to be left intact 
at least ninety days. He predicted interest 
of 3 per cent or more would be offered on 
such funds. 

In addition to this ordinance Ald. Merriam 
presented an order directing the preparation 
of an amendment to the cities and villages 
act which would allow the municipality to 
invest its “ inactive "’ funds in its own bonds. | 
‘This, he said, would amount to a still fur- 
ther increase, as the city would be paying 
itself 4 per cent on all money used in this 
way. Both subjects were sent, on his mo- 
tion, to the finance committee. 


Quotes Some Figure. 

“There Was an average daily balance of 
$17,000,000 last year,”’ he said, ‘‘ and an aver- 
age of $16,000,000 this year. This never was 
reduced below the $10,000,000 mark; but un- 
der the present system the city receives only 
about $400,000 in interest. That amount 
could be increased, if the?’ ordinance were 
amended so that bids would be asked for de- 
posits to remain untouched for ninety days 
or more. 

“That method is followed in Cleveland, 
where, I eam informed, there is about the 
fame amount of money on hand; and Cleve- 
land receives from 3.3 per cent to3.8 per cent, 
or a total of $585,000 on the same amount 
for which the Chicago banks pay this city 
$305,000.""

Chairman of Council Commit- 
tee Writes Railroad Heads 
of Crowded Cars. 


IMPTIES LYING IDLE. 


Complaints Are Just, He Says, 
And Inquires About Orders 
for New Stock. 


Chairman Eugene Block of the local trans- 
portation committee of the city council yes- 
terday wrote to the elevated railroad man- 
agements, demanding better service. 

The letter follows: 

“It is rather disanpointing to find the ele- 


| vated railroad service growing worse from 
' day to day, instead of improving. Surely 


decent service might be rendered in the early 


part of Sunday afternoons if any effort were 


made to give it. Yet my personal observa- 
tion yesterday showed conditions to: be in- 
tolerable. At 2 o'clock I could not obtain a 
seat northbound at Sixty-third street and 
South Park avenue, and the train I boarded 
was crowded to suffocation before it reached 
the loop district. Other trains were equally 
crowded. At the same time, to my personal 
knowledge, the Sixty-first street yard of your 
company was full of idle cars. 


Ought to Use Carson Hand. 

“Thad thought the elevated railroads would 
make some effort to better service. They 
have promised to order cars, but they ought 
meanwhile to use the cars they have. (In 
this connection I would ask that you advise 
me whether the new cars are yet orderd.) 

“This morning the service on the South 
Side elevated was very poor. The trains 
were subject to a great deal of delay, and 
many people reached their work late. Itis 
reported to me that there was just as much 
delay on the other lines, and there seems to 
be need for strong improvement all over the 
system. 


Believes Complaints Just. 

“With such service as I find and as is re- 
ported to me, after the hopes held out for 
betterment, I amin no position to answer the 
complaints of elevated service that come to 
the committee. I am convinced they are 
just, and look to you to remove the cause. 

‘** The whole point is this, as long as there 
are people to travel, is this present elevated 
railroad stock going to be run to afford just 
as much service as it is capable of render- 
ing.’’

Scheer’s. Widow Recalls Menace 
Against Her Husband. 


CHOPPED MAN’S FINGER OFF. 


Arrest of Suspect in Murder Mystery 
Expected Soon. 


An Armenian whoa year ago made a threat 
to kill Thomas Scheer, the butcher who was 
fatally shot Sunday morning while on his 
way to his home, 1945 Fremont street, w'!!

This man had the tip of his right index 
finger taken off by Scheer’s cleaver. He had 
pointed to a piece of meat he wanted. while 
the butcher was about to chop a bone. 


Widow Remembers Threat. 

The man demanded $100 damages and, fail- 
ing to get this, declared he ‘“‘ would make 
Scheer cold.”” Mrs. Susie Scheer, the widow, 
told this story yesterday to Doherty, and 
detectives were put on the trail. 

“TI don’t know whether this man killed 
Thomas Scheer,” the police official said, ‘but 
Mrs. Scheer declares he made the threat. 

‘‘We have located him and are trailing 
him. This is about the only development 
today. 


Case Seems Mysterious. 

“The more you study the problem the less 
you can understand it. There’s a shot heard 
in the night and Scheer is found dying, a 
block from his home, 1945 Fremont street. 
He can’t talk. Nobody knows any reason, 
for the shooting, nobody saw it. No weapon 
was near him. 

‘The man might have been mistaken for 
gome one else. He might have been killed 
for revenge, or by robbers who were fright- 
ened away.” 

The inquest was continued, at the request 
of the police, until Jan. 3. Mrs. Scheer 
and her baby Pauline will not be destitute, 


for Scheer’s life had been insured for $5,000.

IT IS TIME TO ACT. 

The trouble with reforming in Illinois is 
Phat it is centgifugal, not centripetal. The 
fumerous impulses for bettering things do 
Pot concentrate and converge. They do not 
even go their own way. They exercise 
malevolent influences upon one 
(Phey combat one another or group in fighting 
pairs—a mélée, not a battle. 

So long as wets and drys fall on each 
other regardless of interests common to both; 
Bo long as tax reformers pride themselves 
more on defeating the I. and R. than upon 
advancing tax reform, or I. and R. advocates 
forget every other consideration for the sake 
of punishing the opposition of tax reformers, 
not a foot of progress will be made, for all 
our propagandizing. 

It seems now that constitutional reform 
ig to be the victim of the same folly. Vir- 
tually every one entitled to an opinion admits: 
hat we need changes in our fundamental 
law. Hardly a day passes that this need 
is not emphasized by some deplorable ex- 
perience of politics or government. Deplor- 
able waste, inefficiency, and even corruption 
go on apace. Our tax system is admitted 
to be one of the worst in existence. We 
groan, we protest, we writhe under it. Yet 
there it remains year after year, as if or- 
dained of God. 

In Cook county and Chicago we have a 
monstrous conglomeration of governing or 
misgoverning bodies, insuring a maximum of 
public expenditure with a minimum of effi- 
ciency. We writhe, we groan, we protest, 
Yet there it remains year after year, as if 
ordained of God. 

In politics intelligent citizenship is sur- 
pounded by a jungle of electoral responsi- 
bilities it can never fight its way through. 
Wet the blanket ballot faces the voter year 
after year, as if it were a model of simple 
and efficient governmental machinery. 

The net result of these outstanding and 
mnescapable evils, and of many other de- 
fects in our governmertital and political or- 
ganization, comes very near to being a break- 
down of democratic government in the com- 
monwealth of Illinois. No citizen who takes 
the trouble to survey the actual conditions of 
public administration and applies to them 
the standards he applies in his own business 
ean fail to realize how serious the situa- 
tion is. 

Yet when it is proposed to attack these 
evils radically—that is, at their source— 


another. 


‘(when it is proposed that a fundamental law 
framed by men of a previous generation not | 
_ possessed of second sight, statesmen but not 


prophets, we meet once more our tendency 
to divide into conflicting camps. 

To bring our fundamental law down to 
meet the needs and conditions of this gen- 
eration two methods are possible. One is 
by calling a constitutional convention to 
pverhaul the constitution inclusively and at 
one time. The other is to amend the amend- 
ing clause of the present constitution so as 
to permit of the amending of more than one 
article of the constitution at a time. 

Each method has been favored in the past 
by THe TRIBUNE as circumstances mo- 
mentarily seemed to favor it, because THE 
TRIBUNE wants to see accomplished at least 
@ beginning of the end of the intolerable 
gituation in Illinois. At the last legislature 
the method of gradual amendment had no 
strength, but Tue TRIBUNE'S s proposal of a 
constitutional convention was defeated only 
by a hair's breadth. 

Yet in spite of this demonstration we 
now find the forces which make, or ought 


~ @o make, for constitutional reform splitting 


on method and canceling their own power. 

‘Tue TRIBUNE urges upon these forcés 
harmony, and harmony is possible among 
all those who really wish constitutional re- 
form. Harmony is possible because a call 
for a constitutional convention and a pro- 
posal for amending the amending clause are 
not incompatible. Both may be submitted 
to the people. and the people can make their 
choice. . 

This being the case, Gov. Dunne bears 
gquarely upon his shoulders responsibility 
for unnecessary continuation of the evils 
of outworn institutions. There ought to be 
no more delay in getting the necessary ma- 
chinery of relief actually into motion, De- 
batine, dividing should be ended. It is time 
to act. 


THE SYMBOL OF CIVILIZATION.

DIGESTIBILITY OF FOODS. 
HERE is no doubt but that the prepa- 
ration of food influences its digestion. 
Foods having a pleasant odor and an 
attractive appearance etimulate the 
appetite. Pawlow got a world-wide 
reputation for discovering these facts—facte 
known always and by all men. 

Atwater says: ‘‘ Generally speaking, the 
most readily digested animal foods were ma- 
terials of soft consistency. White meats, 
for example, chicken, leave the stomach 
more quickly than red meats or dark meats, 
for:instance, duck. 

“The method of cooking also exerts a 
very marked influence on stomach digestion. 
Fresh fish was found to be more readily di- 
gested than meats. 

“As regards vegetable foods in general, 
the consistency and the amounts of solid 
material were again principal factors affect- 
ing the time required for’ digestion in the 
stomach. Mealy potatoes, for instance, 
were more easily digested than waxy pota- 
toes, and mashed potatoes more readily than 
potatoes cut up in pieces. Fine bread was 
more quickly digested than coarse bread.”

Experiments have shown that the addition 
of butter to bread and vegetables lengthens 
the time the food remains in the stomach 
Sugar, bread, and po- 
tatoes remain only a short time in the stom- 


ach and upper intestines, and make the least 


demand on the digestive secretions. Flour 
gruels, «ream, and beef are completely as- 
similated. Cooked fruit digests more easily 
than raw. Potato with fat pork remains in 
the stomach longer than potato mixed with 
butter or cream. Experiments have shown 
that mutton, like beef, is almost completely 
assimilated. 
~~o 

Generally speaking, dried vegetables are 
much harder to digest than when fresh. A 
large part of the vegetables contain tough 
cellulose or fiber which is not digested. The 
laxative vegetables are spinach, tomatoes, 
and most green vegetables when fresh and 
well cooked: As a general rule, the vege- 
tables which grow above ground are more 
digestible when fresh and young (with the 
exception of celery), and those which grow 
below ground are starchy and more indi- 
gestible.

The digestibility of fruits depends largely 
upon the ripeness and freshness. Some peo- 
ple have an idiosyncrasy against fruits, such 
as strawberries, pineapples, and so forth, and 
cannot, therefore, digest them properly.

‘Hkewise holds high office at court, has 
just been appointed by imperial decree mayor 
of Moscow without any regard to the wishes 
and views of the municipality. 

The city is overwhelmingly Liberal in its 
politics, its liberalism being of a much too 
advanced description to meet with the ap- 
proval of thé imperial government, which 
holds that the work of liberal reform, to 
which it is- committed by the czar, should 
proceed with deliberation and caution in- 
stead of with undue haste. 

It ig on this account that the cabinet at 


tion of the eminent professor, M. Tehaplygin, 
of the Moscow university, of the great silk 
manufacturer, M. Katoir, and of still an- 
other candidate, who each in turn received 
a large majority of votes for the chief magis- 
tracy of this, the ancient metropolis of Mus- 
covy. 

The appointment of Privy Councilor Stur- 
mer, who was the intimate friend and asso- 
ciate of the murdered minister of the interior,

fathers of Moscow means that from the out- 
set of his administration he will be at war 
with ‘the municipality and bodes ill for the 
latter, since, if it places too many difficul- 
ties in his way, he may be relied upon to 
secure its dissolution by the crown and the 
suspension of the chy autonomy. 


Old: Lord Radstock’s death, at the age of 81, 
must be something of a relief to British diplo- 
matié and consular representatives abroad. 

He has been during the last half century a 
source of no end of trouble to them in con- 
nection with the numerous scrapes in which 
he was perpetually becoming involved with 
the provincial authorities of ultra-Catholic 
countries, such as Spain, and also in Rus- 
sia, by his self-imposed evangelizing, Bible 
distributing, and public prayer-meeting cru- 
sades. 

In- Russia particularly, the metropolitan 
police in St. Petersburg and the rural gen- 
darmerie could not conceive that a wealthy 
British peer should devote himself to the 
organization of public prayer-meetings and 
evangelistic movements, and were convinced 
that he had in view some ulterior and mys 
terious political object. 

In India, tao, he was a subject of much 
concern to the authorities, owing to the feel- 
ing which he aroused by the fervor of his 
lay missionary work there among natives of 
different creeds, which he insisted on assail- 
ing as idolatrous.

The Radstock barony is an Irish honor, 
bestowed upon Admiral Sir William Walde- 
grave, younger son of the third Earl Walde- 
grave, ‘in recognition of his victory over the 
Spanish fleet off Cape Lagos in 1797, and it 
does not carry with it a seat in the house of 
lords. The new Lord Radstock, who is an 
elderly and confirmed bachelor, is not likely 
to be elected as a representative peer of Ire- 
land at Westminster, being a member of the 
Liberal party. 

The Irish peers qualified to take part in 
the election of the representative of their 
order in the house of lords possess an over- 
whelming Uniorfist majority, and never re- 
turn Liberals as their delegates. 

Irish peers, although they can sit in the 
house of commons, cannot take part in any 
parliamentary election - unless ‘they happen 
to be already members of the lower house of 
the national legislature, 

The reason for this apparent 2nomaly is 
that, until an Irish peer is\duly elected as a 
member of the house of commons h= cannot 
be considered entitled to the franchise of a

The first Lord Waldegrave owed his eleva- 
tion to the peerage to that monarch, whose 
natural daughter by Arabella Churchill he 
had married. 

Arabella Churchill, it may be recalled, was 
sister of the first Duke of Marlborough, 
whose fortunes she contributed in no small 
degree. From her left handed union with 
James II. are also descended the Spanish 
Dukes of Alba and of Penaranda, and the

- French ducal house of Fitzjames. 


This was not the only connection of the 
house of Waldegrave with the royal family. 
The widow of the second Earl Waldegrave 
{a natural daughter of the great Sir Robert 
Walpole] married the royal Duke of Glou- 
cester, by whom she became the mother of 
the last Duke of Gloucester, popularly known 

s “Silly Billy,”’ and of Princess Sophia of 
Gloucester, aunt of Queen Victoria, and who 
played quite a conspicuous réle during the 
first half of the Victorian era.

The most famous, however, of all the 
Ladies Waldegrave was that Frances, Coun- 
tess Waldegrave, to whom her husband, the 
seventh edrl, on his death left al! the large 
family estates, and who, both during his 
lifetime aid after his death, was celebrated 
from one end of Europe to the other as one 
of the most notable of English hostesses. 

Her house in London and her suburban 
country seat, Strawberry hill, so long the 
home of Horace Walpole, were the rendez- 
vous of everybody that was brilliant and 
notable in English and foreign society, and 
it was she who first broke down the old time 
exclusiveness of the English great world and 
opened its gates to people distinguished in 
literature, science, and the various branches 


Of art, painters, sculptors, and even actors. 


Daughter of Mr. Braham, the Jewish 
singer, she was almost as remarkable in a 
social way as Lord Beaconsfield in the polit- 
ical world, and was the pioneer of that spe- 
cies of general hospitality of which after- 
wards Lady St. Helier, better known as Lady 
Jeune, was so conspicuous an exponent. 

When she died at an advanced age, enjoy- 
ing the warm friendship and regard of Queen 
Victoria, she left all her property for life to 
her fourth husband, Lord Carlingford, and 
it was only on his death that the property, 
including the valuable Radstock collieries 
in Somersetshire and the large family estates 
in that county and Essex, reverted to the 
present Earl Waldegrave, popularly known 
as the “ Little Man,” formerly captain of 
the Yeomen of the Guard, and now eee 
of the Great Western railroad.

DR. ELIOT DISCLAIMS PROPHECY 
AND PESSIMISM. 

Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 18.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—A friend has just sent me 
a clipping from THe CHrcaco Trisune of 
the 8th of December entitled ‘“ In a Hundred 
Years,’ of which the first sentence is as 
follows: ‘' Dr. Charles W, Eliot, Harvard's 
president emeritus, has ‘dipped into the 
future, far as human eye could see ’ and dis- 
covered nothing but chaos ahead.” It adds 
later, ‘‘ but his pessimism may well be ques- 
tioned.’’ Will you allow me to disclaim both 
the prophecy and the pessimism? 

In several recent addresses I have pointed 
out that modern civilization in the white 
race is seriously threatened by three great 
evils: city life, the factory system, and the 
prevalence of alcoholism and venereal dis- 
ease; but my sole object in mentioning these 
evils has been to urge stren s resistance 
to all of them, a resistance Which I believe 
can be made effectual. The destructive ef- 
fects of city life can be combated by spread- 
ing cities over much larger areas, planting 
factories in the country, reducing the scale 
of industrial establishments under one man- 
agement, and so changing our methods of 
taxing land as to encourage. the mainte- 
nance in cities of open areas. The factory 
system has already been much ameliorated 
and is capable of much additional amend- 
ment Lastly, the prevalence of alcoholism 
and venereal disease in the white race can 
be greatly reduced by the inteWigent use 
of the new discoveries in medical and surgi- 
cal treatment and preventive medicine, sup- 
ported by systematized and improved legis- 
lation. 

Today, the whole object in describing the 
formidable agencies which make for the 
destruction of civilization has been, and is, 
the strengthening of all the social forces 
which make for wholesome living, content, 
and morality. 

On one important point I seem to differ 
substantially from the writer of the editor 
on which I am commenting. He seems to 
believe that the destructive influences now 
at work in civilized society take effect chief- 
ly on the poorer, or less fortunate, members 
of the community. I believe, on the con- 


trary, that they take effect on every class in 


the community, and that they are at thelr 
worst in the luxurious class, Te my 


ing, therefore, the effectual remedies must 
be applied throughout society from bottom — 
to top.

This was described in Dr. Billings’ tribute at 
the close of his address on ‘‘ The Modern 
Hospital’ when he said of the managerial 
head:

Favors Educational Hospitals. 

*Usually a hospital is considered to be 
an institution in which the sick and injured 
are given medical and surgical care,” Dr. 
Billings said in his address. ‘‘ The modern 
hospital has this as its fundamental func- 
tion, but at the same time it does not fulfill 
ite obligations to the public and to those 
who give it financial support if it does not 
tke advantage of the broader field of edu- 
ation. Every hospital, it matters not where 
peated, should be the educational center of 
the people whom it serves. It should be a 
enter for the promulgation of the benefits 
modern sanitation to the community. In 
dties with denser populations and where 
the facilities exist, it should be related closely 
with a medical school. 

“Every modern hospital must train those 
who nurse the sick, and while this function 
cannot be done well by the smaller hospital, 
its nurses should receive instruction in the 
institution where they work. Affiliation 
nowadays always is easy of accomplishment 
with like institutions in larger centers and 
cobperation in teaching institutions can 
vasily be carried out. 


Social Workers Essential. 

“The duty of the hospital does not end 
with the relief which it affords patients while 
in the institution. The social condition of 
the convalescent in his home must be con- 
sidered if the hospital does its fullduty. This 
function can best be carried out by trained 
social workers—those who have received the 
training of a nurse as the chief of the serv- 
ice with yolunteer lay workers interested in 
social problems, who must visit the convales- 
cent in their homes and codperate with ex- 
isting charitable institutions whose duty it 
is to improve the social status of these people. 

“This social service is important, not only 
because of the benefits it gives to the con-

valescent and the members of his family but 
it helps to extend the educational privileges 
of the hospital to the public at large. It gives 
them a better knowledge of disease, of how 
certain conditions are communicated from 
ome to another, how, therefore, to prevent 
disease and to continue well. 


System Reduces Cost. 

‘The hospital is, therefore, one of the most 
important educational institutions of the 
community, It educates its nurses, medical 
students, and affordsa postgraduate educa- 
tion for its internes. It differs from almost 
any other educational institution inasmucb 
as its pupils—nurses, medical students, and 
young doctors—give a service to the hospital 
which more than balances the benefits which 
they receive. Were the hospital obliged to 
pay in money the wages and salary of these 
pupils, the cost to the public would be many 
times that now necessary in the maintenance 
of a good hospital. 


in a hospital so conducted is far better than 
that of the hospital where the teaching func- 
tions is not maintained. This result in the 
hospital of teaching has long been known to 
the medical profession, but has been feared 
by the public and by some hospital lay au- 
thorities as a possible danger to the patient. 
The treatment of the patient by frequent ex- 
aminations and by exposure in clinics has 
been many times criticised. Those who have 
had experience know that the direct oppo- 
site is true. 


E Cites School-Hospital Relations, 

The description I have attempted to give 
of the modern hospital ané@ its functions 
may now be applied to our own hoepital, It 
ig essentially an educational institution. For 
more than a quarter of a century it has been 
directly connected with Rush Medical col- 
lege. The medical staff are members of the 
faculty of the school. The internes are grad- 
uates of the college. All of the students of 
Rush Medical college since the foundation of 
the Presbyterian hospital have received the 
chief part of their clinical instruction 4n 
ree ge supplied by the patients at the hos- 
pital. 

“The West Chicago Central Free Dispen- 
gary has been conducted by Rush Medical 
College and is thus related to the Presby- 
terian hospital. The attendants of the dis- 
pensary are members of the faculty of Rush 
Medical college. Many of the ambulatory 
patients of the dispensary are admitted to 
the wards of the hospital. The Presbyterian 


Hospitel Training School for Nurses is an| 


institution of its own.” 


Dr. Hektoen Talks of Clinics. 

“When the clinical standards are inferior 
both patient and student suffer, and inves- 
tigation is frustrated,” said Dr. Hektoen in 
his address on “‘ Hospital Research.” “*On 
the other hand, in the hospital in which elin- 
ical research flourishes the conditions are 
most favorable for the othér activities. 

“It is self-evident that if medical science 
is to progress and become more and more use- 
ful to the human race, that if steady ad- 
vances are to be made, culminating now and 


it is essential knowledge should continue to 
grow by accretions, large and small, from 
the faithful labors of many. It is in work 
of this kind, as it relates directly to the 
practical branches of medicine, that it is now 
felt that the hospital must take a much 
larger and more active part than in the past.” 

The Rev. John Timothy Stone, pastor of the 
Fourth Presbyterian church end one of the 
board of managers, said delegates to the re- 
cent medical congress ‘‘expressed amaze- 
ment at the magnificent plant and equipment 
of the Presbyterian hospital." 


Day Praises the Staff. 

Mr. Day madea brief response. 

“We have such harmonious work at the 
Presbyterian hospital as to be surpassed but 
rarely,’’ he said. ‘ Anything that has been 
accomplished in my administration has been 
becauge of the experience, ability, and co- 
operation of the managers, medical, and 
nursing staff.” 

Others of the medical staff who were hosts 
to President Day and the remainder of the 
board of managers included Drs. Ludwig 
Hektoen, in charge of research; J. Clarence 
Webster, gynecology, and Arthur D. Bevan, 
surgery. 

History of Hospital. 

The Presbyterian hospital was organised 
thirty years ago, and its first president was 
the late Dr. Daniel K. Pearsons, while Ernest 
A. Hamill and the Rev. John L. Withrow 
were among his successors. William A. 
Douglass of R. G. Dun & Co. has been the. 
only secretary since 1883. 

The value of the present hospital, located 
at Congress and Wood streets, is $1,340,000, 
and it has an endowment of $1,000,000. The 
only indebtedness is $225,000 on the recently 
completed nurses’ home, and there has not 
been a deficit in administration for nine 
years. The total cost of operation for the 
present year was $250,000, while the estimate 
for the coming twelve months is $285,000,

The men with the uniforms 
should not have let us in when they knew 
there was no work for us. Every job is 
taken, yet thousands of immigrants are com- 
ing here every day. There should be a law 
keeping them out of this country at times 
when there is no work. 

“America, that I used to dream of when I 
studied medicine in Cava Dei Tirreni and 
the San Dimetrio Corone, has become to me 
only a place of tears, and I want to go 
back.’’

_. Schools Aid Business. 

The inauguration of the new course is the 
result of the ideas of Dean Willard B. Hotch- 
kiss of the school of commerce, and Prof. 
Arthur EB. Swanson, in charge of the even- 
ing classes. 

‘In the professions of medicine and law, 


physicians and attorneys of high standing 


consider it a part of their regular duties 
te giye courses in their respective subiects,"’ 
“ Prof. Swanson. “ Heretofore this has 

not applied to business men and commercial 
echools, and this is the first instance of such 
rcalization. 

“ The universities, in establishing commer- 
cial @éhools, took the first step in aiding 
businéss.

The Rev. John Thomas McFarland, D. D.. 
LL. D., editor of the Sunday school periodi- 
cals of the Methodist Episcopal church anda 
writer and speaker on\Sunday school work 
died yesterday in Maplewood, a suburb of 
New York. ; 

Dr. McFarland was born in Mt. Vernon, 
Ind.,* Jan. 2, 1851. He graduated from Simp- 
son college, Iowa, in 1873, and from the 
School of theology of Boston university in 
1878. He was president of the Iowa Wes- 
leyan university for seven years and served 
in pastorates in Jacksonville, Ill.; Topeka, 
Kas., and in Brooklyn, N. Y. In 1904 he was 
elected to the head of the editorial depart- 
ment of the Sunday school of his denomina- 
tion which issues publications that have 
a total circulation of more than 4,000,000. 

An attack was made on his orthodoxy, 
charging him with denying the need of con- 
version in children and of holding to some 
of the conclusions of the ‘* higher criticism,"’ 
at the last general conference in Minneap- 
olis. His reélection to the editorship was 
opposed by the Rev... W. Munhall of Phila- 
delphia and others.

New York, Dec. 22.—The procession of 
alienists began their march to the witness 
stand today at the trial of Hans Schmidt 
for the murder of Anna.Aumuller. 

After Dr. Smith Ely Jelliffe of New York 
had testified for the defense, court adjourned 
early to enable Schmidt's attorneys to con- 
struct a hypothetical question which will be 
put to Dr. Jelliffe tomorrow and to the other 
medical experts. 

Practically ail Dr. Jelliffe’s testimony ine ,, 
dicated Schmidt was abnormal. The witregs 
said the priest complained to him that his 
bishops and fellow clergy ‘‘refused to 
acknowledge his authority.” 

The defendant excused his fcrgeries of the 
signature of his professor at Munich by say- 
ing: “ I'was in high spirits and good health 
and I entered into the personality of the 
professor. I was the professor. So it was 
not wrong for me to sign his name.”’ 


Played Violin in Bathtub, 

Dr. Jellitte asked Schmidt if he ever played 
the violin in a bath tub, as one of the former 
witnesses had testified. ; 

“*T did,”’ Schmidt said. “ It was nobody's 
bu@iness. I felt like it and I put my feet 
in the water and gat in it and played. What 
an inspired man does Heaven wishes him 
to do.” 

During one of his visits to Schmidt's cell, 


Dr. Jelliffe gaid ancther physician who ac- | 


companied him pricked his forefinger with a 
needie and showed the prisoner a drop of 
blood, Inetantl» Schmidt's face became 
livid. ‘ 

‘* All blood is mine,” he shouted, making 
a lunge for the physician's hand, trying 
to raise it to his lips. 


Not Worried Over Crime. 

Jelliffe testified as to Schmidt's eccen- 
tricities and related seyeral conversations he 
had had with Schmidt. The witness had 
asked the prisoner if he did not know he 
was guilty cof crime in slaying the Aumullicr 
woman. 

“I don't care much,” Schmidt was quoted 
as replying. ‘‘I am not guilty before God." 
- Schmidt then asked the witness not to 
testify at the trial, saying, ‘‘God will 
testify. He will’ communicate in some way 
with the judge on the bench. My mother is 
crying for me every day.”’

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SAYS DOCTORS MISINTERPRET 
SPIRIT OF THE EUGENICS LAW. 


Wisconsin Attorney General Asserts 
Examination for Marriage Should Be 
Only General in Character. 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 22.—That a practical 
interpretation of the eugenic law, passed 
by the last legislature, requires a physician 
to make.only such an examination of a male 
applicant for marriage as would be made 
in the course of his general practice is the 
opinion of Attorney General Owen to Dr. 
C. A. Hasper, state health officer, today. 

He says that the law does not intend that 
the Wasserman test should be made, but 
only suggested an examination as could be 
made for $3 by the physician with an ordinary 
practice. 

This interpretation of the law is expected 
to free it of many of the suggested pitfalls. 

“If the physicians of the state will accept 
the law in this spirit,’’ the attorney general 
said, “‘ and endeavor to comply with Its pro- 
visions, I have no doubt but that it. will 
prove what it was intended to be, a step in 
the right direction.”

Warrant Is Issued for C. G. 
Ricker, Formerly of Yates 
Center, Kas. 


DEBTS SAID TO BE BIG. 


Some of Notes Which He Gave 
Are Alleged to Have Been 
Forgeries. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 22.—A warrant for the 
arrest of C. G. Ricker, formerly president of 
the defunct Yates Center National bank of 
Yates Center, Kas., has been issued, govern- 
Ment officials here said today. 

The officials said shortages and liabilities 
probably would amount to $175,000, and that 
Mr. Ricker had disappeared from his home 
in Yates Center. A nation wide search for 
the banker has been started. 


Charged with False Entries. 
The warrant for Ricker’s arrest, which 
was issued Dec. 13, last, charged him with 


making false entries on the bank’s books | 
| District court of the U nited States for the Southern 


and making false reports to the controller 
of the currency. Federal officials had re- 
fused to discuss, the case until today. 

The government investigators said that a 
survey of the bank's affairs showed at ‘the 
time the institution was closed its loans ag- 
gregated $299,000, with deposits $206,755, 
capital, $50,000, and no surplus. Notes ag- 
gregating $75,000, some of which are alleged 
to have been forgeries, were deposited 
through Ricker in banks in New York, St. 
Louis, and Kansas City as collateral to se- 
cure loans, the investigators said. 


Debts of Ricker Large. 

Ricker, it is alleged, owed the Yates Cen- 
ter bank $35,000 before he disappeared. In 
addition to these obligations, it is alleged, 
Ricker owes $19,000 on notes to a St. Louis 
bank. The investigators said that during 
the alleged manipulation of the bank’s af- 
fairs the directors were kept in ignorance of 
conditions. 

After the failure Ricker was quoted as say- 
ing he had properties on which he could raise 
money and clear his obligations. Ricker 
went to Yates Center from St. Louis sev- 
eral years ago. 


FRISCO RAILROAD RECEIVERS 
MAY BRING RESTITUTION SUIT. 


General Counsel Asks Such Permission 
and for Independent Prosecuting At- 
torneys—Judge Sanborn to Decide. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec. 22._W. F. Evans, gen- 
eral counsel for the St. Louis and Francisco 
railroad, suggested to Circuit Judge San- 
born in the United States District court here 
today that if the court found it desirable 
that a restitution suit be instituted against 
directors: and former directors of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco railroad, the suit be 
brought by the receivers and independent 
counsel be employed to prosecute the case. 

Mr. Evans said that neither he nor Henry 
S. Priest, now attorney for the receivers, 
should be required to handle the restitution 
suit. 

The suggestion of Mr. Evans was made 
near the close of arguments on the petition 
of William Niles of New York for permis- 
sion to file a restitution suit, and on the re- 
quest of the receivers for instruction whether 
they should file a restitution suit. Judge 
Sanborn took under advisement the whole 
matter of authorizing the filing of suits. 


PINKERTONS IN NEW MIXUP. 


National Agency Asked to Pay $150,- 
000 in Suit by Another 
Concern, 


The Pinkerton & Co. United States detect- 
ive agency yesterday sued William A. and 
Allan Pinkerton, doing business as the Pin- 
kerton National Detective agency, for $150,- 
000 for alleged business damage. The com- 
plaint, filed in Circuit court, charges letters 
were circulated saying the concern fraudu- 
lently adopted the name.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


A proposed general increase in grain rates from 
Illinois points to central markets was held yeeter- 
day in Washington by the interstate commerce 
commission to be justified, although the lawfulness 
of individual rates was not passed upon. It was 
he'd, however, that increases on certain by-prod- 
ucts of grain from Mississippi river crossings and 
advances in the proportional rates on grain from 
upper Mirsissippi river points had not been justi- 
fied and that existing rates must continue in effect.

Senator Thomas P. Gore, chairman of the senate 
committee on agriculture, recently made the state- 
ment that ‘‘ out of farm produce that retails an- 
nually for $138,000,000,000 the farmers gét onle 
$6,000,000.000, the railroads getting only approxi- 
mately $500,000,000.’’ 

A railroad urges in rejoinder: 

‘* Using the consumer's dollar as a basis, the fig- 
ures obtained indicate that the farmer gets an 
average of 501% cents, packers, local shippers,’ dis- 
tributers, and retailers combined get 49% cents, and 
the railroads get 5 cents. For an average haul of 
1.500 miles the railroads get only one-twentieth of 
the retail price.”’ 

Then as a further proof of the railroad conten- 
tion is quoted: 

‘* The department of agriculture stays *‘ when the 
farmer receives 5) per cent of the consumer's price 
the freight charge on butter is about ome-ralf of 4 
per cent of the consumer's price.’ The railroad's 
figures show the railroad also gets only half acent 
out of each consumer's doliar, even when the 
farmer gets as highas 65 cente. 

‘On butter. eggs, and sugar, however, the rai!- 
roads receive the ieast share of the consumer's dol- 
lar. On commodities which are worth less in com- 
parison to bulk the freight charge fis naturally 
higher. Om canned peas it le 8 cents, canned toma- 
toes 4 cents. potatoes 5 cents, and on auch vegeta- 
bles as turnips and cabbages 6 cents.

Wheat Prices Decline as Re- 
sult of Weak Foreign Marts 
and Fair Receipts. 


DECEMBER CORN WEAKER 


Deliveries Are 440,000 Bushels; 
Receipts Continue Liberal; 
- Products Are Steady. 


Weakness in coarse grains, a fair increase 
in the visible supply, with heavy markets 
abroad, gave wheat a lower tendency again 
yesterday, and prices at the finish were %@ 
%ec off. Offerings were quite liberal at the 
start, and there was not much demand until 
the last hour, when prices firmed up a little 
on commission house buying, coupled with 
@ little short covering. 

Liverpoo! was %@4d off, being influenced 
by the slow demand from the continent and 
larger Russian and Danubian shipments. 
Unfavorable weather in thé Argentine 
checked selling to some extent abroad. 
Paris was %@%c off; Antwerp, Sec off; Ber- 
lin %c down, and Budapest %c lower. Ar- 
gentine estimates of the exportable wheat 
surplus in that country ranged from £§0,- 
000,000 to 84,000,000 bu. , 


Visible Shows Increase. 

The visible supply increased 1,376,000 bu 
for the week, local stocks decreasing 300,000 
bu. Buffalo failed to show as large a de- 
crease as expected. The Canadian visible 
increased 1,518,000 bu. World’s shipments 
for the week were 13,024,000 bu, and on pas- 
sage stocks increased 1,080,000 bu. 

The milling demand here showed some 
improvements and liberal flour sales have 
been made the last few days. Mills bought 
70,000 bu wheat. Export bids were consid- 
erably out of liné. Bids to the country for 
spring wheat were reported about %c higher. 
Minneapolis reported a moderate demand 
for cash. wheat, with Minnesota farmers 
selling freely.
